The first copy of this highly important work we have offered in many years. It 
comprises the first volume of the history of the Academie Royale des Inscriptions 
et Belles-Lettres, and includes substantial numismatic content (subsequent vol¬ 
umes were occasionally published thereafter). The Academy was founded in 1663 
by Jean-Baptiste Colbert. Often referred to as the “petite Academy,” this small 
group was responsible for advising on matters of iconography and the proper 
use of Latin on monuments, memorials and, notably, medals. The Academy went 
through several names and permutations in its early years, and played a very sig¬ 
nificant role in the project to commemorate the important events in the reign 
of Louis XIV in a series of what turned out to be over 300 medals. In 1702, they 
were responsible for the publication of the folio work printed to accompany the 
medallic project, the massive Medailles sur les principaux evenements du regne 
de Louis le Grand. This volume, one of the most important numismatic books 
ever printed, was a masterpiece of statesmanship and the printing arts, as well 
as a monumental work of state propaganda. From the beginning, the medallic 
project and its accompanying text were intended not simply to be a record of 
events, but a carefully constructed history of the Sun Kings reign. The present 
work traces the history of the Academy, in its own words, from informal foun¬ 
dations to its development into an august institution: the Academie Royale des 
Inscriptions et Medailles, later known as the Academie Royale des Inscriptions et 
Belles-Lettres. In addition to their involvement in the production of Louis XIV s 
own medals, the study of numismatics came under the Academy’s purview. In the 
present work, numismatic content begins on page 219 (“Reflexions sur les medai¬ 
lles d’Athenes”) and continues through page 286 (“Sur quelques autres monnoyes 
ou medailles modernes singulieres”), with much of more peripheral numismatic 
interest throughout. The coin plates depict coins attributed to Athens, Sparta and 
Crotone, as well as other Greek and Roman coins. A later plate depicts several 
medieval and early modern coins and medals. This is a beautifully produced book 
and an important work of history, with much to commend it. Apparently unlisted 
in the numismatic bibliographic literature, though it clearly deserves mention.

Superbly illustrated and meticulously catalogued, the Ars Classica catalogues 
comprise one of the most important series of auction sales of choice ancient 
Greek and Roman coins ever issued, and they remain indispensable in estab¬ 
lishing and tracing pedigrees. The original plates, which have few peers for 
the period, are of exceptional quality and allow one to definitively plate match 
coins for provenance purposes. The series was catalogued and conducted by 
Dr. Jacob Hirsch (1874-1955) after he moved from Munich to Geneva fol¬ 
lowing the First World War. Lucien Naville (1880-1956) assisted Hirsch in 
establishing his new business in Switzerland, and the early sales were con¬ 
ducted in his name; once Hirsch gained Swiss citizenship, however, he was 
able to run the business himself under the aegis of Ars Classica. All eighteen 
Ars Classica sales are present here: seventeen offering ancient coins plus the 
rarely encountered Sale IX, which offered an important collection of Swiss 
coins. Most of the catalogues present here are in well above-average condition, 
having been bound early on. While the copy of the Swiss sale here present is 
rather worn, it bears noting that it is the first copy we have offered at auction 
since 1990. All of these sales are listed in the Clain-Stefanelli and Grierson 
bibliographies. Rather than providing a tedious listing of numerical citations, 
it may be worth pointing out that John Spring, in his Ancient Coin Auction 
Catalogues , includes 12 of these catalogues in his listing of “Most important 
sales of ancient Greek coins,” 2 in his listing of “Most important sales of Celtic 
coins,” 4 in his listing of “Most important sales of aes grave,” 1 in his listing of 
“Most important sales of struck Roman Republican coins,” 8 in his listing of

Budes masterwork, De Asse is considered not only the first printed 
numismatic book but one of the most important philological trea¬ 
tises of 16th-century French humanism. His work focuses on me¬ 
trology, and in particular with determining the weights and pur¬ 
chasing power of ancient coins—vital information, Bude felt, for 
correctly interpreting references to money in classical literature. 
While his text was considered by many to be excessively given to 
historical diversions and extraneous details (a 1533 epitome of Bu¬ 
des metrological information is eight pages long), Budes book was 
widely admired for both the scope and depth of its learning and for 
the excellence of the writer’s Latin. It “became the definitive text 
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book for the study of Roman coinage and metrology” (Rudolf Pfeiffer, History of Classical Scholarship, 1300-1850, 
page 101). Roberto Weiss has called this volume “undoubtedly the philological masterpiece of the early sixteenth 
century,” noting that “Bude succeeded better than any of his predecessors in this area in proving, with an erudition 
and an exceptional acuity, the exact significance of the monetary terminology of Greek and Roman antiquity, and 


not only Roman but also Greek coins, in relation to those of his time” (“An English Translation of Nota ,” page 17). 


Budes reputation was firmly established with De Asse, and he “was celebrated as the principal French humanist, 
equal to Erasmus, or indeed superior” ( Contemporaries of Erasmus, 1985, Volume I, pages 214-215). It is interest¬ 
ing to note, however, that changing scholarly tastes meant that some of the earliest numismatic bibliographies 
did not bother to include Bude, focusing their attention on works more heavily dedicated to iconography. We last 
offered a copy of the first edition of Bude in our 2012 New York Book Auction, where it brought $12,000 hammer.

Four sales of ancient Greek coins by this Vienna firm. Armin Egger (1864-1929) joined the family firm of Briider 
Egger, which had held its first coin sale in November 1874 (the collections of Gotthard Minus and Adolph Preiss). 
He developed it into one of the premier European numismatic auction houses of the day. With the breakout of 
World War I, Armin withdrew from the auction scene, though he continued his involvement in the numismatic 
field until his death. The four sales here include that of December 1906: Clain-Stefanelli 2293, Spring 151. The sec¬ 
ond sale is that of the Lestranges collection: Spring 153 [also listed under “Most important sales of ancient Greek 
coins”].

A noted Dutch scholar and engraver, Hubert Goltz (1526-83) was a major influence 
in the early evolution of numismatics. His series of five folio works on ancient Ro¬ 
man coins remained standard references for two centuries. This particular volume, the 
leones Imperatorum Romanorum, remains a spectacular achievement more than three 
and a half centuries later, featuring 144 superb large woodcut chiaroscuro medallion 
portraits in the text, depicting rulers from antiquity through the early modern era, each 
six and a half inches in diameter. These woodcuts, printed in black on a brown field with 
white (uninked) areas used for highlights, create a three-dimension effect through the 
interplay of light and shadow that is remarkably striking. This 1645 Plantin-Moretus 
press edition is often considered the finest edition of Goltzius. Ferdinando Bassoli has 
described Goltz as “a real force in transforming numismatics from a scholar’s pastime 
into a real science” ( Antiquarian Books on Coins and Medals , 16-17): “This Dutchman, 
who was made an honoris causa citizen of Rome in 1567, attracted influential patrons 
who allowed him to travel throughout Europe with the express 
aim of visiting all of the most significant coin collections in or¬ 
der to publish their contents. In point of fact he visited about a 
thousand collections, a figure which shouldn’t astonish us con¬ 
sidering that princes and nobles, including illiterate ones, were 
quick to exploit the prestige attached to having a collection of 
medals. Between 1557 and 1579 no less than five folios left the 
press at the printworks set up by Goltz himself in Bruges, with 
engravings carried out, in part, by the author himself.” Deke- 
sel ( Hubert Goltzius: The Father of Ancient Numismatics, 1988) 
discusses these variations in some detail and notes that “The 
influence of Hubertus Goltzius upon numismatics is mostly 
underestimated. One forgets very easily that he was the first 
author who wrote and published a comprehensive view upon 
the coinage of the Ancients and that he was also the first to 
do that on the basis of a real contact with some of the great 
coin cabinets of the civilized Renaissance world.” Bassoli writes 
that “the writers and illustrators of the following two centuries 
would not have been able to do without him ... At the end of 
the eighteenth century, the great numismatist Eckhel put the 
works of this cornerstone author of the sixteenth century—a 
man who so profoundly influenced the work of his scholarly 
contemporaries and successors—under strict examination. He 
had no qualms about illustrating several of Goltz’s imaginary 
engravings in his own book, comparing them piece by piece 
with the real coin from which they were taken.” Ernest Babelon 
wrote that “Hubert Goltz contributed more than any of his con¬ 
temporaries to the spread of interest in numismatics. His work 
on the classification and attribution of coins was vital in lay¬ 
ing the foundation for a sound critical analysis” ( Ancient Nu¬ 
mismatics and Its History, 75).

A noted Dutch scholar and engraver, Hubert Goltz was a major influence in 
the early evolution of numismatics. His series of five folio works on ancient Ro¬ 
man coins remained standard references for two centuries. This collected Opera 
Omnia of 1708 brings together in one place these essential foundational works 
in an attractively printed edition. Ferdinando Bassoli has described Goltz as “a 
real force in transforming numismatics from a scholar’s pastime into a real sci¬ 
ence” ( Antiquarian Books on Coins and Medals , 16-17): “This Dutchman, who 
was made an honoris causa citizen of Rome in 1567, attracted influential patrons 
who allowed him to travel throughout Europe with the express aim of visiting 
all of the most significant coin collections in order to publish their contents. In 
point of fact he visited about a thousand collections, a figure which shouldn’t 
astonish us considering that princes and nobles, including illiterate ones, were 
quick to exploit the prestige attached to having a collection of medals. Between 
1557 and 1579 no less than five folios left the press at the printworks set up 
by Goltz himself in Bruges, with engravings carried out, in part, by the author 
himself.” The fifth volume, the leones Imperatorum Romanorum, remains a spec¬ 
tacular achievement three centuries later, featuring 144 superb large woodcut 
chiaroscuro medallion portraits in the text, depicting rulers from Julius Cae¬ 
sar to Ferdinand III, each six and one half inches in diameter. These woodcuts, 
printed in black on a brown field with white (uninked) areas used for highlights, 
create a three-dimension effect through the interplay of light and shadow that 
is remarkably striking. Dekesel ( Hubert Goltzius: The Father of Ancient Numis¬ 
matics , 1988) discusses these variations between the 1645 and 1708 editions in 
some detail and notes that “The influence of Hubertus Goltzius upon numis¬ 
matics is mostly underestimated. One forgets very easily that he was the first 
author who wrote and published a comprehensive view upon the coinage of 
the Ancients and that he was also the first to do that on the basis of a real con¬ 
tact with some of the great coin cabinets of the civilized Renaissance world.” 
Bassoli notes that “the writers and illustrators of the following two centuries 
would not have been able to do without him ... At the end of the eighteenth 
century, the great numismatist Eckhel put the works of this cornerstone author 
of the sixteenth century—a man who so profoundly influenced the work of his 
scholarly contemporaries and successors—under strict examination. He had no 
qualms about illustrating several of Goltz’s imaginary engravings in his own 
book, comparing them piece by piece with the real coin from which they were 
taken.” Ernest Babelon wrote that “Hubert Goltz contributed more than any of 
his contemporaries to the spread of interest in numismatics. His work on the 
classification and attribution of coins was vital in laying the foundation for a 
sound critical analysis” ( Ancient Numismatics and Its History , 75). This set is 
remarkably well-preserved, with clean, crisp pages and striking examples of the 
plates.

The magnificently produced massive catalogues of the ancient engraved gems of Florence. Antonio Francesco 
Gori (1691-1757) was an antiquarian and priest whose writings on antiquities remain important to this day The 
Museum Florentinum was intended to comprise a full documentation of the various Florentine collections of an¬ 
tiquities of all sorts, drawing heavily upon the Medici collection. The two volumes here present, on engraved gems, 
cameos and related works of art, were the first published. When completed, the Museum spanned twelve volumes 
published between 1731 and 1766: these two on engraved gems; one on statues; four on portraits and paintings 
with two supplementary volumes; and three volumes on coins. The exceptional engravings to be found in the 
gem volumes were the work of Giovanni Domenico Campiglia (1692-1768), who would reinforce his reputation 
through his later work on Giovanni Gaetano Bottaris Musei Capitolini. Gori himself would go on to contribute 
to a number of similar projects, including the 1752 continuation of the Thesaurus Morellianus.

His avocations as numismatist 
and bibliophile merged in several marvelous Victorian productions, of 
which the work at hand is the most remarkable. Unfortunately, the book as 
published was poorly bound, leaving many surviving examples in far worse 
shape than this copy. Another problem with this work is the interaction of 
the metallic foil on the coin facsimiles and the descriptive leaves of text 
facing them. Over the years, many of the facsimiles, particularly the base 
metal ones, have become corroded and often are disintegrating. This copy, 
while affected, is still better than most encountered.

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A rather well-preserved copy of the rare first edition of this delightful Renaissance book, usually regarded as the 
second printed book to be substantially illustrated with coins and medals. Huttich (c. 1490-1544) was an antiquar¬ 
ian in the Electorate of Mainz in the Holy Roman Empire. Like Fulvio in Illustrium imagines (1517), he illustrated 
his book with woodcuts derived mostly from coins, extending the coverage to the Holy Roman Emperors. The 
bibliophile will quickly perceive the similarities between the images printed in Huttich’s work and those found 
in Fulvio. Indeed, these similarities have led for centuries to charges that Huttich merely copied Fulvios work. 
Babelon cites Jacob de Strada, who “accused Huttich’s book of being nothing more than a copy of Andrea Fulvio 
and Mazzochi’s” (page 68). In more modern times, Cunnally has written that “Most of the medallions are copies 
from Fulvio’s 1517 Illustrium imagines and employ the same format of white portraits and inscriptions against a 
black ground, although Huttich continues the series through the medieval emperors of the Hohenstaufen and 
Hapsburg lines right up to Charles V and Archduke Ferdinand” ( Images of the Illustrious, page 198). The fine 
woodcut illustrations in Fulvio have been attributed to Ugo da Carpi, while the somewhat less refined woodcuts in 
Huttich are generally attributed to Hans Weiditz the Younger (though both attributions are uncertain). In neither 
work were the illustrations meant to be true representations of numismatic objects. Instead, they were meant to 
serve as a portrait gallery of sorts: in both Huttich and Fulvio, the focus is more on the persons portrayed than 
the coins themselves. While the high degree of influence is clear when comparing the woodcuts in Huttich to the 
earlier Fulvio work, it seems perfectly reasonable to this cataloguer to have based the illustrations for the second 
illustrated numismatic book on the foundation laid by the first. Lacking any other contemporary numismatic illus¬ 
trations to compare them to, they do not seem so similar as to suggest an improper appropriation of imagery (see 
my article on Huttich in the Oct.-Dec. 2015 issue of The Asylum for more on this topic). Brunet 29696: “Premiere 
edition, contenant les portraits des empereurs romains, de ceux de Constantinople et d’Allemagne, graves en bois.

Blumer the direction of Die antiken Munzen Nord-Griechenlands. Such a corpus was intended 
to supersede all publications on the subject by describing every known coin type of each city or 
province within a chronological sequence, with full attention given to all available source mate¬ 
rial. This dream of a corpus of all ancient Greek coins seems to have haunted numismatists since 
the early 16th century, when Wolfgang Lazius first proposed such a work.” Sets of the reprint of 
this important work are difficult to locate.

An unusually well-preserved set of the outstanding 19th-century contribution to medallic and 
glyptic art. This massive, extensively illustrated work has never been approached in concept or 
scope and, after a century and a half, some sections have yet to be superseded and remain essential 
sources of information. The plates utilized a new process, perfected in France by Achille Collas. 
They were engraved with a pantographic ruling machine and, in addition to being of great visual 
appeal, the illustrations were the most accurate ever achieved. This technical innovation, widely 
heralded at the time, was, within a few decades, overtaken by photographic printing processes and 
is relatively little known today. The complete series is rarely offered, due to the varied content and 
wide range of publication dates. The volumes were produced beginning in 1834; on the comple¬ 
tion of the series in 1858, updated title pages were produced for the remaining unsold copies so 
they could be sold (as here) under a uniform imprint. Increased interest in medal collecting has 
made relevant volumes in the series, particularly those devoted to Napoleonic and other French 
medals, particularly sought after and, consequently, quite expensive and difficult to acquire. Of 
the French Revolution and Imperial volumes, David Block has written: “The great illustrated cata¬ 
logs of Napoleonic medals are part of Charles Lenormant’s Tresor de numismatique et [de] glyp- 
tique... The volume containing medals of the French revolution first appeared in 1836, followed 
several years later by a volume covering the First Empire ... the editors published for the first 
time many medals from imperial times” (“Napoleonic Medal Books Have Problems,” The Asylum, 
Summer, 1985). The text in both of those volumes was written by George-Julien Fellmann, under 
the general editorship of Lenormant. This set has been well bound in recent years and is perfectly 
usable as well as attractive.

After Felix died the year following, his three sons took over the business, eventually 
restyling it as Feuardent Freres. The firm held its final sale in 1937.

As a Brasher doubloon, struck in New York in the latter part of 
the XVIII th Century and utterly and deplorably inartistic, recently 
sold at auction for more than $6,000,1 name as a comparatively 
modest figure for my Elis, $9,000. net...” 

In a postscript, Hobart Smith is careful to state that he “should 
desire to reserve the right to publish any or all of these coins in 
case of your purchase of them.” A remarkable letter.

An interesting example of the second edition of Stradas magnum opus, one of the most 
attractive early illustrated numismatic books. The Epitome originated in the author’s 
own cabinet although Strada received valuable assistance from Guillaume du Choul 
and Jean Grolier. The hundreds of medallions, engraved on wood, depict Roman, Byz¬ 
antine and German emperors. The text gives short biographical sketches of the em¬ 
perors. Strada (1505-88), was an Italian antiquarian who acted as a purchasing agent 
for the Emperors Ferdinand I, Maximilian II and Rudolph II, in addition to buying 
coins for the Fugger cabinet in Augsburg. The handsome illustrations are similar in 
appearance to those found in Fulvio and Huttich, the first two illustrated numismatic 
books. The printer, Andreas Gessner, had the original woodcuts of coins found in the 
first edition (generally attributed to Bernard Saloon) carefully copied, probably by Petit 
Bernard. Whether it is a pirated edition or was published with Stradas approval is not 
known.

John Tweddell (1769-99) was a scholar of antiquity who died while traveling in Athens in 1799. 
The disposition and disappearance of his “remains”—his papers, artwork, journals and other ma¬ 
terials—were a matter of great controversy in the second decade of the 19th century Tweddells 
brother Robert (editor of the present works) accused Thomas Bruce, 7th Earl of Elgin, of inappro¬ 
priately having the materials sent to him in Constantinople, where he was the British ambassador. 
The controversy was partly fueled by political disagreements, with the Levant Company and vari¬ 
ous individuals at odds with Lord Elgin taking advantage of the accusations made against him 
to attack his reputation. That the tragic death of a young scholar in his prime could be followed 
by the misappropriation of his personal papers—possibly for their use by others to further their 
own reputations—outraged many. Tweddells writings collected in the first volume here pres¬ 
ent include occasional references to coins (“medals”), with Tweddell corresponding with John 
Spencer Smythe on more than one occasion about negotiating the purchase of coins for Smythe. 
The main work also includes lengthy footnotes discussing Anselmo Banduri and J.J. Barthelemy. 
Among Tweddells remains were “A purse of blue-striped cotton, containing eighty-seven medals 
of brass, great and small, entitled, ‘Macedonia.’” and “1 like to the former, containing one hundred 
and fifteen brass medals, great and small, entitled, ‘Medals of Greece.’” Most interesting, and the 
first copy we recall offering.

Very rare and very important for the history of the hobby in the United States. Plain Talk was an interesting and 
entertaining publication touching on various activities and hobbies, “For Boys & Girls At School and Home,” ac¬ 
cording to its masthead. Regular columns included “How To Do It,” “Ladies’ Department,” “The Amateur Photog¬ 
rapher,” “Natural History,” “Philately” and “Numismatics.” The story of the founding of the American Numismatic 
Association is well summarized in ANA Historian Farran Zerbe’s The Numismatist—Its Story, appearing in the 
1940 Index to the first 51 volumes: “When The Numismatist was in its third volume, February, 1891, its publisher 
asked “What’s the matter with having an American Numismatic Association? Would it be profitable? Would it be 
practicable? All in favor of such a scheme, send in your names.’ The published exchange of ideas with Plain Talk, a 
New York publication with a coin department edited by Charles T. Tatman, Worcester, Massachusetts, led to a call 
for a national organization that was completed at a meeting held in Chicago, October, 1891, when The American 
Numismatic Association was organized. Plain Talk was designated as the Association’s Official Organ, but was 
soon succeeded by The Numismatist .” Excerpts from relevant issues of Plain Talk follow. Beginning with the March, 
1891 issue, Charles T. Tatman edited the “Numismatics” department. Toward the end of his in¬ 
augural column, Tatman wrote: “Why should there not be an American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion, after the general plan of the A.P.A. and the A.A.A.? We are aware that there exists in New 
York an aged and respected association called the American Numismatic and Archaeological 
Society, but we would have one to include the less advanced set of collectors who constitute the 
great body of the numismatic fraternity.” The April issue continued to discuss “The idea of an 
American Numismatic Association” and W.G. Jerrems, Jr. (who subsequently was to become 
its first president) wrote to exclaim “I am in favor of a National Society.” Tatman’s column in 
the May issue began: “The American Numismatic Association! Collectors of coins are waking 
up to the fact that they need a national society. Let all who desire to band the body of collectors 
together with fraternal ties express themselves through Plain Talk .” Later on he notes: “The Nu¬ 
mismatist is still hustling for the A.N.A. Keep up the good work, Brother Heath!” By the June 
issue the idea had advanced far enough forward that the question was posed: “When should a 
convention he held? Dr. George F. Heath, of Monroe, Mich., favors putting off the meeting until 
fall. Do collectors favor August, September, or October?” The July issue proclaims: “It has now 
come to be a sure thing that an American Numismatic Association will be formed this year. The 
idea was almost simultaneously presented to coin collectors by Plain Talk and The Numisma¬ 
tist .” A slate of temporary officers was published in the September issue and an October 7 date 
was proposed for the first convention, to be held in Chicago. Also published in this issue was a 
letter in support of the association from the Chapman brothers, writing that they had been in 
business since “1878 for ourselves, and three years prior with J.W. Haseltine,” and noting that 
“Our numismatic library is the finest in America, and it is at the service of any member of the 
Association who may wish to consult it.” In the October issue, Tatman writes: “This number 
will reach subscribers just before the holding of the first annual convention of the A.N.A.” 
An extensive column in the November issue reports on “The Convention of 1891,” presents 
an outline of the Constitution, and records the last of the charter members, Nos. 41 through 
60, among other things. In less than a year’s time, the largest association of coin collectors in 
the world was born, due almost entirely to the unstinting efforts of its dual midwives, Charles 
Tatman and George Heath, and their respective publications, Plain Talk and The Numismatist. 
The former soon faded into obscurity among coin collectors, while the latter is now in its 129th 
year of publication and the Association remains strong. This is our most substantial offering of 
issues of Plain Talk in many years.

James Macallister thought highly 
of Andrews calling him “a keen student, with a remarkable memory” and he noted that “I 
am inclined to believe that he saw every Cent he listed.”

In the preface, the author describes his work as “the result of careful observation” and 
opines “Perhaps it would not be advisable to spend time that could be better employed on 
a subject of so little practical importance: but as a recreation from tasks more severe; as a 
means of training the eye to observe minor differences and variations; and of assistance 
to the mind in times of mental depression, the Numismatist will find it of much value.”

The English translation of a highly detailed and enthusiastic account of a visit to the United States by Duke (Prinz 
und Herzog ) Karl Bernhard of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach (1792-1862), who in the years 1825 and 1826 traveled 
through the southern, midwestern and northeastern United States and in parts of Canada. Among other things, it 
contains Duke Bernhard’s account of his visit to the United States Mint, which is undescribed in the numismatic 
literature. Bernhard appears to have had some numismatic interest, and is a keen observer. On his visit to the 
Mint, he witnesses the production of half dollars, including the cutting of the planchets and the actual striking 
of the coins. He notes that no silver dollars had been struck since 1803. The medals produced by the Mint are of 
considerable interest to him, and he praises in particular the Naval medals of the War of 1812 period and specifi¬ 
cally the 1815-dated medal struck in gold for Andrew Jackson for the Battle of New Orleans. (Bernhard was a 
military man admired for commanding the 2nd Brigade of the 2nd Dutch Division of the Duke of Wellingtons 
forces at the Battle of Quatre Bras in the lead-up to Waterloo.) He admires as well the agricultural medals struck 
by the Mint and laments that the Mint’s own collection does not include examples of the earlier American medals. 
No stranger to politics, he records that while the Mint is poorly equipped and insufficiently housed, the personnel 
fear requesting adequate funding from Congress for fear of losing the establishment altogether. While his record of 
this visit takes up only pages 179-180 of the second volume, it is quite interesting. Elsewhere, Bernhard describes 
the medal collection at the Boston Athenaeum and notes a collection of coins at the Western Museum in Cincin¬ 
nati. Careful reading reveals a number of numismatic references throughout the text, many of them pertaining to 
medals, but encompassing also the circulating coinage and even bank notes. The author visits Thomas Jefferson at 
Monticello and spends two months enjoying New Orleans. This first English edition was published the same year 
as the original appeared in German.

A very rare pioneering work on the topic, enumerating Bolens famous pro¬ 
ductions, describing 41 distinct issues plus 15 mules. Each issue is carefully 
described, noting when the dies were cut, the numbers struck in various met¬ 
als, and the disposition of dies. John Adams Bolen was born in New York City 
in 1826. He moved to Springfield, Massachusetts in 1850, where he at one time 
conducted a die-sinking establishment. In later years he devoted his time to 
collecting old books, minerals, stamps and coins, and had an interesting and 
valuable collection. He was a member of the American Numismatic and Ar¬ 
chaeological Society from 1868 until his death on March 14, 1906. Today, he is 
perhaps best known for his well-executed copies of American colonial coins, 
which have at times been mistaken as originals. His productions, however, 
were never meant to deceive and were widely publicized in early issues of the 
American Journal of Numismatics. An article in the February 1870 issue enu¬ 
merates several colonial replicas and notes: “Mr. Bolen will furnish either of 
these pieces, in copper, for the price of Two Dollars... They are extremely well 
done, and may serve as substitutes for the originals till collectors have the good 
fortune to obtain the former.” The 1893 in the title refers to the year in which 
the last of Bolens pieces were struck; his Preface is dated October 1904. Only a 
few copies of the present work have been offered in modern times.

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services fall under Breens purview, with Breen writing off most attempts to start such services as being based on 
pure greed, but grudgingly acknowledging efforts by PCGS to truly standardize their practices (and crediting John 
Dannreuther for these efforts). ANACS is held up for heavy criticism, with Breen strongly urging the ANA to get 
out of the business. This is a fairly lengthy and very detailed assessment by Breen of the coin industry’s g"~ J: “~ 
standards in the late 1980s, a time when much was changing.

Chicagoan Michael A. Powills (1906-86) played a remarkable role in supplying numismatic literature to 
American numismatic dealers and collectors for over a half century. Indeed, he justly could be considered 
the leading numismatic literature dealer of his time. He was also an inveterate collector and an active 
member of the American Numismatic Association and other organizations. A vast trove of Powills’s nu¬ 
mismatic correspondence was sold in our 120th sale (2011) for a staggering $24,000 on a $5000 estimate, 
but the present file (and similar files in this present sale offering correspondence with B. Max Mehl [lot 
373] and Frank H. Stewart [lot 385]) were not included in that archive. The Powills-Elder correspondence 
is quite interesting and at times entertaining. The two got along in many ways. They were both members 
of the World Is Going To Hell in a Handbasket fraternity, with Powills writing in January 1945, “I’m still 
fighting the New Deal, the C.I.O., Hillman and his P.A.C. and the balance of the crack-pots. I truly won-

der if the average American realizes that this country is in the hands of a dangerous and vicious element who are 
bent to destroy that form of Government which this country was founded upon and the blood of countless sons 
has been given to preserve.” Elder’s succinct reply is: “The outlook is hopeless. I can’t see any hope for the future.” 
Beyond the doom and gloom, the two bickered about coin prices, with Powills rarely wanting to pay what Elder 
wanted and Elder refusing to budge on his prices. Indeed, their correspondence peters out on this subject, with an 
exchange of terse letters (Elder: “I don’t care to go further into matters in view of your price ideas, which I cannot 
agree with”; Powills: “Thank you for your one sentence acknowledgment to my letter of May 29th”). In between, 
the two discuss numismatic books, with Powills wanting to know what Elder still had on hand and the easily of¬ 
fended Elder generally regarding Powills’s offers as insufficient.

The scarce original edition, in the very rarely seen jacket (while worn, it is only the second copy we’ve seen with 
the jacket). Leach served as Superintendent of the San Francisco Mint from 1897 to 1907 and as Director of the 
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Mint from 1907 until 1909. These years are covered in considerable detail in this fascinating volume 
recording “A life experience of sixty-five years in California” dating from the “pioneer days of the 
state.” His account of “The Battle to Save the Mint Building” in the aftermath of the 1906 earthquake 
is riveting: “When I reached the mint building I found that I had also reached the edge of the fire 
zone... Inside the mint building I was greatly pleased to find fifty of our employees, whose sense of 
loyalty to duty had not been mollified by fear of earthquake or the horror of being penned up in a 
big building surrounded by fire... It did not seem probable that the structure could withstand that 
terrific mass of flames that was sweeping down upon us from Market Street... The battle would soon 
be on... Fortunately for us, we had a good supply of water... Without this protection the building 
would, without question, have been gutted by the flames... a mass of black smoke... swept in upon us 
just ahead of the advancing flames; then, following, came a tremendous shower of red cinders... The 
glass in our windows, exposed to this great heat, did not crack and break, but melted down like but¬ 
ter... It did not seem possible for the structure to withstand this terrific onslaught... The explosions 
of the stones in our walls grew fainter, and finally we heard no more of them... we began to feel that 
the fight was nearly won and that, after all, we were going to save the building... We were a happy 
band... but we did not think so much of our victory until a day or two later when we saw the benefits 
to follow to the stricken community in a financial way. We opened the only available vaults in the 
city holding any considerable amount of coin.” The segments of this book most directly pertaining 
to Leach’s experiences as Mint Director were reprinted in 1987 by Bowers & Merena under the title 
Recollections of a Mint Director.

A very nice set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American numismatics ever published. The author 
relates in the introductory text “that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account 
of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive work 
on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the Official Medals 
struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” This is the second state of 
the first edition of the text, with a revised title page and with the eight pages of testimonials (one dated April 1879) 
bound in after the text. A resident of New York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review 
from the New-York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it 
to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat 
was also an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was an 
inveterate “joiner.” Cleveland Amory’s 1960 Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s 
famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members 
after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of 
matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have me. I am not rich 
enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat 
allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to — her daughter?” The word or 
phrase used by the Duke was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled 
from the Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually 
reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed through the Union Club door, though he lived until 
1927. This set is not in its original binding, but may be superior for that—original bindings are often discolored, 
and this set is sturdily bound and strictly fine.

A rare and important publication, missing from both the Bass and Ford libraries, 
Nortons Literary Letter was one of the few U.S. periodicals to publish articles on 
numismatics prior to the establishment of the American Journal of Numismatics in 
1866. This third issue (1859) is the most important from a numismatic perspective, 
including as it does William S.F. Mayers’s “Literature of American Numismatics,” 
the first article published on U.S. numismatic literature. Mayers’s article is a tran¬ 
script of an address he made to a meeting of the American Numismatic Society, 
and is important not only for its record of the hobby during its nascent period, 
but for its commentary on the coins themselves. He notes of the Massachusetts 
NE coinage, for instance, that “Twenty dollars is a low price for the NE shilling or 
sixpence, and the threepence has entirely disappeared.” The real value of Mayers’s 
commentary, however, lies in his description of the state of numismatic literature 
at the time: “The awakening interest has naturally created a class of writers who 
especially devote themselves to the agreeable and instructive investigation of our 
coins, medals, and tokens, and the nucleus of an American numismatographical 
collection is already formed, to which, we have no doubt, valuable works will now 
be frequently added.” Mayer’s article is one of the pioneer works of U.S. numis¬ 
matics and of significant historical importance. The article is supplemented by il¬ 
lustrations of an NE shilling and sixpence, a Carolina elephant token and a Lord 
Baltimore shilling. It is followed by a substantive, 10-page article titled “American 
Medals” and a single-page article on the prices of coins. A fine copy, in an attrac¬ 
tive if unusual binding done by Czech binder Jan Sobota.

A well-preserved copy of this foundational work. Mease’s 1838 article is “the first numismatic article on American 
coins published in America,” according to Eric Newman (The Asylum, Summer 1992). Of the highest importance 
and very scarce. Brief as it may be, this work is one of the foundations upon which U.S. numismatic scholarship 
has been constructed. Indeed, it is of greater value than merely as a curiosity or historical artifact: Newman’s 
aforementioned article discusses how Mease’s comments on the Bar Cent and the circulating value of Connecticut 
coppers have important implications for current scholarship on these pieces. James Mease, M.D. (1771-1846) 
was a polymath who published on an number of different subjects, including medicine, geology and history. His 
Picture of Philadelphia (1811) is a foundational work of local history and contains the first useful description of 
U.S. Mint operations. In addition, he is considered to be the first writer to publish on the subject of U.S. numismat¬ 
ics. In a groundbreaking series of three articles (of which this is the last), Mease examined U.S. medals and coins 
from the perspective of the numismatist. In his groundbreaking lecture on the topic of U.S. numismatic literature, 
William S.F. Mayers noted that “the first actual attempts at systematic classification and record of the coins struck 
in or for the American colonies and United States, appear in the shape of papers to be found in the collections of 
State Historical Societies” (“The Literature of American Numismatics,” Nortons Literary Letter, No. 3, 1859, p. 6). 
Mease’s articles are specifically mentioned by Mayers in his article, showing that these works, long forgotten until 
recent years, were still in the memory of some in the late 1850s.

A highly detailed, and possibly unique, typescript of a substantial compendium on foreign coins struck 
in U.S. mints. This typescript was prepared for Mort Reed, who was considering the work for publication. 
It appears to be nearly unknown in numismatic circles, with this copy’s appearance in Charles Davis’s 
December 1991 sale being the only record we have located. Neither the ANS nor the ANA Library have 
a copy. Most of the tabular material is in contemporary photocopy, as submitted to Reed; most of the 
typescript itself is original, frequently in two colors. Most interesting.

In many respects, this is the best copy one could hope to find of the regular edition of this work, 
one of the major pre-Sheldon works on U.S. large cents. Not only is it inscribed by the author 
to a major large cent collector of the day (“To my good friend and fellow student—Willard C. 
Blaisdell. Sincerely yours ( signed ) Howard R. Newcomb, April, 1943”), but it is complete in 
every respect, featuring the rather unusual “cent gauge” marker, the tipped-in slip on page 73, 
and the authorial additions in pencil seen in many copies (usually ones distributed, like this 
one, years after its initial publication). Finally, not only does it have both supplemental plates, 
but it has both versions known of each supplemental plate (see my article on the subject in the 
Spring 2016 issue of The Asylum). As far as this cataloguer knows, there is nothing one could 
reasonably ask for in a copy that is not present in this example. Concerning Newcomb and this 
work, Dr. Sheldon wrote: “during the first quarter of the twentieth century and until his death 
in 1945, Howard R. Newcomb was so closely identified with the big cents that to mention cents 
was to mention Newcomb... The United States Cents of the Years 1801-1802-1803 ... marks a 
milestone in the cent literature. Approaching a field which had been left almost in chaos by 
the Doughty book, Newcomb assembled a vast quantity of numismatic material, ordered and 
reordered it, finally set up a new classificational system and a list which seemed adequate; and 
after testing the new list for upwards of a decade, published. The verdict of time on this work 
has been favorable.” Davis 745. Voted as one of the Numismatic Bibliomania Society’s “One 
Hundred Greatest Items of United States Numismatic Literature.”

During its height, the 
Scrapbook was the voice of commercial American numismatics, occupying a position roughly 
analogous to that of Coin World in more recent times. It also served as a sounding board for se¬ 
rious American numismatic research and piquant observations by Walter Breen, Robert Julian, 
Arlie Slabaugh, and many others (Breen preferred publishing in the Scrapbook for much of the 
1950s and 1960s because, unlike The Numismatist at the time, the Scrapbook paid for articles). 
Lee Hewitt and others are to be found in issue after issue. The early issues have long been dif¬ 
ficult to obtain and complete sets are legitimately scarce.

Copy No. 2 of only 12 produced. The first fixed-price catalogue issued by the firm, which at the time consisted of 
Jeff Rock and Jack Collins, and a significant offering of colonial coins. This copy belonged to Collins. Rock has 
described this advance issue as “almost unknown to collectors” (see his enumeration of the Rosa Americana cata¬ 
logues in the Fall 2011 issue of the C4 Newsletter). He notes that “Jack and I hadn’t decided on the Rosa Americana 
name until just a few weeks before the first price list went to the printers,” which explains its absence from the ad 
included here, and adds, “this was a limited edition special advance copy of the first price list, with 12 issued, each 
hand numbered on the cover. This was a text-only advance copy, no photographs were included, including the four 
that were dropped into the text on the regular printed version. Light blue cover, white interior pages, loose-leaf 
(sent with a paper clip). Historical trivia note: the numbering was done in magenta ink by none other than Walter 
Breen (who got an advance copy).”

A nearly complete run of the important catalogues issued by Jeff Rock under the Rosa Americana banner (in 
partnership with Jack Collins for the first two). Rock recalled the genesis of the firm’s catalogues in the Fall 2011 
issue of the C4 Newsletter : “Jack and I saw our lists as something different from the way colonial price lists had 
been issued in the past. Instead of just a few pages, briefly listing (often no more than variety, grade and price) a 
few dozen to perhaps 75 coins, we would put something together that included much longer descriptions, good 
quality photographs, a large quantity of pieces spread over as many series as possible, information freely given on 
rarity, Condition Census and pricing, and a quality list that collectors would want to hang on to as a useful part 
of their library.” Many of these catalogues are scarce, and the later ones are often book-length (No. 19 is 276 pages 
long with 28 plates).

Quoted extensively in Q. David Bowers’s The Rare Silver Dollars Dated 1804 and the Exciting Adventures of Edmund 
Roberts. Ruschenberger was a U.S. Navy surgeon who accompanied the USS Peacock , under the command of C.K. 
Stribling, on “an Embassy from the Government of the United States to the courts of Muscat, Siam, and Cochin- 
China, in the years 1835, 1836, and 1837 [embracing] Zanzibar, Arabia, Hindoostan, Ceylon, Java, Siam, Cochin- 
China, China, the Bonin Islands, the Sandwich Islands, the Californias, Mexico, &c.” Of numismatic importance 
due to the presentation of sets of United States coins by diplomat Edmund Roberts to Said bin Sultan al-Said, Sul- 
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tan of Muscat and Oman, and King Rama III of Siam. The facts behind these presentations were largely 
forgotten until the Siam set surfaced in 1962 at the ANA Convention. The distribution of these sets are 
mentioned in Ruschenberger s book, though he does not mention the odd presence of 1804-dated coins 
among the 1834-dated pieces constituting most of the set. On page 91, he writes, “It is a universal custom, 
amongst the nations of Asia, to make gifts to each other on all occasions of friendly intercourse; and, in 
negotiating treaties, the nature and value of the presents is always a point of grave consideration between 
the contracting agents. In conformity with this usage, a variety of articles was presented to the Sultan by 
the United States, amongst which were a sword and altagan, with gold scabbards, and mountings, Tan¬ 
ners map of the United States, an American flag, a set of American coins, several rifles, a number of cut 
glass lamps, a quantity of American nankin, known as Forsyths nankin. &c. &c.” The 1804 dollar in this 
set was that offered as part of the Pogue collection last year. On pages 343-344, Ruschenberger discussed 
the Siam gift in similar terms. Besides the two diplomatic gift sets, Ruschenberger appears to have had 
an above-average interest in coins, regularly discussing the coinage of the various places he visits and 
discussing older coins on occasion. Very interesting, and rather scarce. Howes 514a.

The illustrations are of con¬ 
siderable interest, showing as they do the structure of the Mint building before and dur¬ 
ing its demolition, and also showing various coins and planchets found at the site. Joel 
Orosz and Len Augsburger discuss this work at length in their fascinating volume on 
Stewart and the Mint.

A fascinating group of letters, mostly concerned with Powills’s difficult quest to obtain a copy 
of Stewart’s History of the First United States Mint, Its People and Its Operations (Camden, 
1924). Stewart’s book was mostly sold to institutions and libraries, with few being offered 
on the collector market, a market Stewart held with not a little contempt. In his first letter to 
Powills, Stewart writes, “The book you refer to was sold by the late Dr. [William J.] Campbell 
to about three hundred libraries as I recall it. I gave about 100 copies to my employees and 
may have some copies in storage but I am not certain because I sold my business four years 
ago and have not seen them since. I presume six or eight copies were purchased by coin col¬ 
lectors and dealers but generally speaking they had no interest in it.... You would be foolish 
to spend any of your time on it from the stand point of dealers or collectors because they care 
nothing about the history of coinage. I have never met a dealer that knows anything or cares 
anything about Mint history. They sell coins like merchants sell pipes and cigars—for profit.” 
In his second letter to Powills (dated Sept. 6, 1932), Stewart states that “I think the edition 
was practically sold to reference libraries. This with gifts to my employees, at that time, al¬ 
most exhausted the edition of 500 copies.” He suggests that Powills consult a copy in a library, 
stating that he has “none to spare.” One interesting observation is that in no place does Stew¬ 
art mention anything about the edition not being entirely distributed. Clain-Stefanelli (entry 
12545) baldly states that most of the first edition was “destroyed in a fire.” One can find other 
references to fires, floods or possibly locusts making off with a substantial portion of the 
initial publication, but these strike us as apocryphal. As the subject of much of the correspon¬ 
dence focuses on the difficulty of locating a copy of the book, one would think Stewart would 
have mentioned any such calamity. Powills did not give up, regardless, and continued to press 
Stewart for a copy. Stewart finally relents from his promise “that I would not let copies of my 
Mint book go into private hands,” and agrees to sell Powills a copy in 1934, noting “You have 
shown good disposition and I know just what it means to want or need a book practically 
unobtainable in the market.” As discussed earlier, a vast trove of Powills’s numismatic cor¬ 
respondence was sold in our 120th sale (2011) for a staggering $24,000 on a $5000 estimate, 
but the present file (and similar files in this present sale offering correspondence with Tom 
Elder [lot 355] and B. Max Mehl [lot 373]) were not included in that archive.

Vol. Ill, No. 1 includes his 
article based on a hoard discovered on Richmond Island, Maine, while the installment in 
Vol. V, No. 1 contains Stickney’s recollections of purchasing the Samuel Gerrish collection in 
1844. Additional content of minor numismatic interest is to be found in these issues. Most 
interesting.

Two rather interesting letters from this prominent numismatist, both written to George Kunz, but twenty-four 
years apart. Horatio Robinson Storer (1830-1922) was a numismatist best remembered today for his massive 
compendium Medicina in Nummis (published posthumously in 1931). He also published The Medals and Tokens 
of Rhode Island, originally in the American Journal of Numismatics, but in booklet form in 1895. A physician by 
trade, he was highly interested in the intersection of medicine and numismatics, publishing articles on medal- 
lie portraits of Linnaeus, Benjamin Rush and other natural scientists, as well as on those relevant to the fields of 
obstetrics and gynecology. George Frederick Kunz (1856-1932) was a mineralogist affiliated for many years with 
Tiffany & Company. His strong association with the arts in America made him a leading authority on the subject. 
Storer’s 1894 letter to Kunz begins: “You probably know of the medals of Sir Wm. E. Logan & Dr. Wm. Sutherland 
of Montreal, the latter Prof, of Chemistry at McGill University—I have only photographs of them.” This is followed 
by a lengthy list of duplicate medals in Storer s collection, usually keyed to his long-running serial in the American 
Journal of Numismatics posthumously published in collected form as Medicina in Nummis. The enclosed rubbings 
depict an alchemical medal and one depicting Leopold von Buch, a Berlin geologist, but all are quite faint. The 
1918 letter to Kunz begins, “It is so long since I have seen you that probably you have forgotten my existence—as I 
have passed by nearly ten the proverbial four score years, many of my friends naturally suppose that I am already 
defunct.” The impetus behind his letter was one received by Storer from Dr. Frederick Parkes Weber, author of 
Aspects of Death and Correlated Aspects of Life in Art, Epigram, and Poetry..., the expanded third edition of which 
had just been published and which contains much of numismatic interest. Storer writes, “Among my foreign cor¬ 
respondents, Dr. F.P. Weber of London is highly distinguished as a numismatist. Incidentally, he has written much 
about engraved gems, finger rings, & jewels. You will find a great deal that will especially interest you in the third 
edition, just published (p. 587 et seq.) of his truly wonderful work ‘The Aspects of Death’ &c., London, 1918—, 
which is probably by this time in the A.N.S. library.” He continues, “In a letter from Dr. W. that came this morning, 
he thus discourses. ‘Do you ever look into Kunz’s books on rings, engraved gems, and precious stones... I should 
like to know what kind of man the author is. I hear that he is a manager or director in a great diamond and precious 
stone and gem business. It is seldom that a man takes up the archeological side of his business to such an extent.’” 
The letter then goes into a discussion of the correct technical definition of the term pentacle, and its relation to 
pentagram and pentalpha. Both five- and six-pointed starts are drawn by Storer to illustrate the discussion. Storer 
closes by writing, “If you will yourself write W.... you will find him an extremely satisfactory correspondent. Were 
he & you, from your different standpoints, to produce a treatise upon gems, it would sweep both hemispheres.” 
Two very interesting letters.

All three volumes published under the American Numismatic Series name by the Secretary of the very young 
American Numismatic Association, membership in which is strongly encouraged by him. The first is an entertain¬ 
ing paean to coin collecting: “When a friend unlearned in numismatic lore... tells you he has a cent so old that you 
cant see the date,’ and if you thereupon follow your natural instinct, any jury of coin collectors will bring you in a 
verdict of justifiable homicide. From a numismatic standpoint a coin with its devices worn off is as bad as a clock 
without hands.” It is unclear to this cataloguer whether these should be considered ANA publications. Regardless, 
they are quite interesting and occasionally entertaining. The first is the scarcest title in this series.

A landmark rarity of enormous historical importance. This is one of only several known ex¬ 
amples of a Thian Master Album, compiled by Raphael Thian (1830-1911) during the years he 
worked for the Adjutant Generals Office of the United States Army. Containing almost three 
hundred examples of carefully mounted Confederate paper money, it is simultaneously a book 
on the subject of Confederate currency and a collection of the same. According to the authors 
inscription, this album was “Presented to Mr. Charles W. Edmonton, with the kindest regards 
and best wishes of ( signed ) R.P. Thian / September 8, 1906.” Only a few such albums remain 
in private hands today. 

Thian produced several works on the subject of Confederate currency, all of which were pub¬ 
lished in very small numbers. His first such publication was in 1876, when he produced his 

Confederate Note Album: for a Complete Collection (with 
Descriptive Letter-Press) of the Various Designs for Face and 
Back Selected by the Confederate Treasury Authorities for 
the Currency of the Confederate States of America, 1861- 
1865. This album described 88 CSA notes and provided 
leaves on which they could be mounted. This 1876 album 
can rightfully be regarded as a predecessor of the present 
Master Album. As part of his professional duties, Thian 
compiled and edited the correspondence of the CSA Trea¬ 
sury Department and reports of the CSA Secretary of the 
Treasury, which were published between 1878 and 1880. 
Thians well-known Register of Issues of Confederate States 
Treasury Notes, Together with Tabular Exhibits of the Debt, 
Funded and Unfunded, of the Confederate States of America 
was published in 1880. This famous rarity, of which only 
six examples have been confirmed as extant, has long been 
regarded as one of the rarest substantial works in Ameri¬ 
can numismatics (a copy last sold in 2004 for $31,000 ham¬ 
mer). In 1884 or 1885, he published The Currency of the 
Confederate States, Arranged by Issues, Denominations, and 
Series (copies usually have the printed 1884 date changed 
by hand to 1885), which expanded the series to 275 variet¬ 
ies. A comparison of this 1884-85 work with the present 
lot suggests that the present lot was compiled later, as page 
406 of the Master Album includes an empty space for in¬ 
sertion of an example of the Hodgkinson and Co. Wookey

It is clear that the delineation of the CSA currency was a problem to which Thian 
returned repeatedly over the course of his professional career. Douglas B. Ball, in his 
foreword to the 1972 Quarterman reprint of Thians Register of Issues of Confederate 
States Treasury Notes , retitled Register of the Confederate Debt , relates that Thian origi¬ 
nally envisioned a comprehensive ten-volume history of “The Treasury of the Con¬ 
federate States.” Concerning the project, Thian wrote to Adjutant General Edward D. 
Townsend, that “the history of the purse is as valuable as that of the sword ; and deeply 
impressed with this fact, my energies and best ability have been devoted to securing 
the future historian positive and authentic data which possibly, without my labors, 
would have remained for an indefinite period in the domain of the unknown.” Ap¬ 
parently, only the first five volumes were completed. The first, Appendix I, according 
to Ball, “is now missing from the Archives,” which “would be most unfortunate as it 
was a unique copy.” Appendix II ended up as the Register of Issues of Confederate States 
Treasury Notes. The three remaining Appendix volumes comprise the CSA Treasury 
Department correspondence and Secretary of the Treasury reports compiled by Thian. 

Unlike Thians earlier Confederate Note Album, which sought to describe and showcase 
a “complete set” of 88 Confederate Treasury Notes, the Master Albums sought to illus¬ 
trate every variety of note issued, including watermark and plate variations and other 
differences deemed too minor to be included in an album more concerned with types. 
Most of the few known Master Albums include nearly 300 notes, with a copy traceable 
to the Thian family (sold in the November 1994 sale of Part I of the Armand Champa 
library by Bowers & Merena, catalogued by Charles Davis) containing an amazing 328 
specimens including 306 original notes. Another album traceable to Thian and now in 
the National Numismatic Collection includes 286 original notes. These Master Albums 
are usually undated, though three known examples bear dates of 1906 (this copy), 1907 
and 1908. Given that Thian died in 1911, the Master Albums may well represent Thians 
final word on the subject that had fascinated him for so much of his life. It is unfortu¬ 
nate that the notes themselves command so much attention that his text in these rare 
volumes is infrequently commented upon. Close examination of the present album 
and the remnants of the 1907 album show that while the text appears to be largely 
identical, there are minor variations between them, leading us to believe that each 
album was independently compiled. 

This example was nearly lost when it was put aside with other household items to be 
discarded in 2015, but was saved by a quick-thinking family member. The album in¬ 
cludes 297 examples of Confederate currency. Six of these examples are photographs 
from the period depicting the rare Types 1 through 6. Six other examples are of the 
“chemicographic” impressions originally intended for the backs of the 1864 emissions. 
There are 285 original Confederate Treasury Notes mounted within, generally signed 
and issued examples, with only a few cut-canceled. They are mounted individually to 
pages by their corners, with the pages including the relevant text for each note. The 
notes contained in each Master Album (all carefully mounted within a hand-drawn 
rectangle) vary somewhat, making a complete inventory necessary. This Master Album

1864 50 cents. There are original notes present of 63 of the 72 basic “T numbers” sought by collectors (lacking only 
1-6, 27, 47 and 48). In addition, there are two examples of original notes (a T-64 1864 $500 and a T-71 1864 $1, 
both uncirculated) on the blank backs of which a two-part poem has been printed: “In Memoriam” and “Reply,” 
being a lament for the fallen value of the Confederate currency and a response emphasizing the importance of 
their symbolism. 

Some comments on condition include: T-7 is uncirculated. T-ll is very good and is lacking the top right corner. 
The T-12 examples are very good/fine to fine. T-15 is extremely fine with vibrant color, though cut-canceled. T-17 
is very fine. T-19 is very fine, though cut-canceled. T-22 is choice uncirculated with vibrant color, though cut- 
canceled. The T-23s are fine, cut-canceled, and very good. The T-24s are very fine and AU, cut-canceled. T-31 is 
fine, though cut-canceled. The T-32s are very good/fine and fine, both cut-canceled. The T-35 (a rare note) is very 
good, with the bottom left corner missing and a split at the right-hand side. T-38 is very good, holed and with the 
lower right-hand corner missing. T-43 is a vibrant about uncirculated. T-64 is a richly hued choice uncirculated. 
The six chemicographic backs are all choice uncirculated. 
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Watermark and paper variants of interest include: a T-16 1861 $50 on red fiber paper; a T-24 1861 $10 with TEN 
watermarked paper; a T-24 1861 $10 with NY countermarked paper; a T-33 1861 $5 with FIVE watermarked pa¬ 
per; a T-34 1861 $5 with CSA script watermarked paper; a T-41 1862 $100 with J WHATMAN 1862 watermarked 
paper; a T-41 1862 $100 with the vertical CSA block watermarked paper; and a T-56 1863 $100 with the CSA block 
watermark surrounded by a wavy line. The six examples of chemicographic backs, printed in red and originally 
intended for the 1864 issue, include one example each of the $20 and $50 backs and two different types for both 
the $10 and $5 denominations. 

The binding of this copy needs to be commented upon. The consignor of this copy is also the owner of a second 
Master Album, albeit one that had been cut up over the years and notes removed from it until only ten notes 
remained. Although a badly mutilated copy, its binding was well-preserved. The binding of the present Master 
Album, on the contrary, was in a poor state of preservation when it was rediscovered in 2015. It was the owner’s 
opinion that the bindings should be switched, salvaging the well-preserved binding for this intact Master Album. 
This was skillfully accomplished, and care was taken so that the original authorial inscriptions would accom¬ 
pany the proper albums (in other words, only the bindings themselves were exchanged—no other contents were 
switched). The result is an intact Thian Master Album in a well-preserved binding, with the notes in essentially the 
same condition as they were when Thian mounted them within. 



Raphael Thian enjoyed virtually unlimited access to the archives of the Confederate States of America that had 
been seized by Union forces and brought to Washington D.C. at the conclusion of the Civil War. This unparalleled 
access, coupled with an eye for detail and a penchant for organization, allowed him to study the paper money of 
the Confederacy with a rigor and thoroughness that has rarely been approached, much less exceeded. This Master 
Album, presented to Charles W. Edmonton (listed in contemporary Washington, D.C. directories as a bookkeeper 
or clerk, and hence probably a professional acquaintance of Thian’s), is one of Thian’s final compilations of this 
material. It would be an extraordinary addition to even the most advanced collection of Confederate currency.

It consists of several elements: 1) A letter of transmittal from Secretary of the Treasury Albert Gallatin to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. 2) A letter from Comptroller of the Treasury G. Duvall to Gallatin, 
transmitting the three tables. 3) Three tables lettered A to C, as follows: A) Statement of Gold and Silver Coin¬ 
age for 1809. Statement Exhibiting the Balance of Gold and Silver Remaining in the Hands of the Officers of the 
Mint, on the 31st December, 1808; the Amount of Deposits from 1st January to 31 December, 1809; the Differ¬ 
ent Species of Coins Made and Paid on Account of Deposits; Allowance for Wastage and the Balance Remaining 
in the Hands of the Officers of the Mint, on the Said 31st December, 1809, To Be Accounted for on a Future 
Settlement.

The handsome plates, “engraved from a series of medals lately issued in France,” were executed by the famous 
bank note engraver W. L. Ormsby, utilizing a medal-ruling machine process also used in Wyatt’s other numis¬ 
matic works. This work pre-dates by two years Wyatts classic Memoirs of the Generals, Commodores, and Other 
Commanders... (vide infra), the first illustrated work on American medals. Several of the illustrations in this 
volume were derived from medallic portraits found in Guillaume Roville’s classic 1553 numismatic work, the 
Promptuaire des medailles, which, avers Wyatt, contained “portraits of all the French Kings up to that time.” 
(This may not be much of an endorsement since a number of the engravings of ancient coins and medals found 
in Roville are purely imaginary.) Sets of the medals themselves were offered by Carey & Hart on the verso of the 
“Author’s Preface” for $75 in bronze, $85 plated in silver, and $100 plated in gold. This is only the second copy 
of this unusual work that we have offered at auction.

A well-preserved copy of the first book-length work relating to American medals, com¬ 
prised of forty-one biographies of “the illustrious commanders of our two wars, who have 
been signalized by the presentation of gold medals, &c.... men who have sealed their patri¬ 
otic devotion with wounds and scars, as well as of historical incidents sacred to patriotism.” 
Very scarce, especially in the original binding. Most of the surviving copies seen are much 
the worse for wear, and the plates, as here, are unfortunately nearly always foxed. Thomas 
Wyatt was the author of two numismatic works: this 1848 volume and a rare pamphlet 
titled A Description of the National Medals of America, Presented to the Officers of the Wars of the Revolution 
and 1812 (1854). He is best remembered today, however, for his more nefarious works. In the mid-1850s, 
Wyatt began striking medals, tokens and related items specifically for the nascent collector market. He also 
began producing fairly high-quality reproductions of rare American colonial coins, which were privately 
marketed as original coins emanating from a hoard discovered in 1856. The “Chelsea Hoard,” as it became 
known, seemingly consisted of a group of Massachusetts silver coins that had been sealed in a bottle and 
forgotten about for two hundred years. In fact, the coins were all forgeries or fantasy pieces (the latter in¬ 
cluding Massachusetts silver pennies and the famous Good Samaritan Shilling). A fascinating account of 
Wyatt and his work is given in Eric P. Newmans masterful The Secret of the Good Samaritan Shilling (1959). 
Wyatt’s copies have become a popular collectible in themselves, appealing to those of us fascinated by the 
history of the coin collecting hobby in the United States.
